Giving City $35,000, To 
Be Tendered to Council. 


Council Monday will be called upon 
to‘accept $35,000 im Hien of lease rept- 


000 improvement on the old city hall 
site under an agreement reached Fri- 
day between administration officials 
and Robert. P. Jones, attorney for the 
Carling Hotel, Inc., holders of a 65- 
year lease on the site. 

Acceptance of the latest proposal 
to. which contracting parties have 
agreed will pave the way for reopen- 
ing of negotiations for lease or sale of 
the property, valued variously from 
$800,000 to $1,200,000. 

Although the $35,000 will represent 
only about $10,000 more than the 
actual lease rentals to date, Mayor 
James L. Key declared he favors the 
proposition because “it fs one of those 
pieces of folly the sooner forgotten 
the better.” 

The agreement climaxes a series of 
futile court actions initiated by the 
borough in an- effort to force the Car- 
ling company to assume the obliga- 
tions of the lease. Under its terms, 
all litigation now pending will be 
dropped, and $15,000 of a $50,000 cer- 
tified check now held by the borough 
to guarantee erection of a $2,500,000 
improvement within three years from 


the time the tract was tendered to 
lessees will be returned.

In Belgium and the Balkans the 
authorities refused to permit cele- 
brants to gather in such numbers as 
to become a threat. There was no 
observance of the day in Italy, where 
May Day was abolished as a holiday 
several years ago,

A quart of milk each day is the 
quota prescribed for children, That 
means a glassful at each meal and 
one for the mid-morning and mid- 


afternoon lunch. Now, if the child 
begs for tea or coffee at meal time-——~ 

if you are canny about it—you can 

see that he is just as satisfied with a 

make-believe coffee drink... « and 

that he still receives his allowance of 
good, rich milk. 

At breakfast the small child’s imag- 
ination is appealed ‘to by the thought 
of something warm to drink. Cereal 
drinks usually prove a delightful in- 
novation, and there are several brands 
from which you may make not only 
appetizing, but very healthful bever-. 
ages. Follow directions carefully in 
brewing, and who knows. . . even 
you yourself may enjoy the children’s 
cup. 

The rules for making these bever- 
ages are extremely simple. Use 
enough of the cereal infusion to give 
the desired flavor and color (about a 
teaspoonful to each cup of hot milk

When You Fry Liver 


Many cooks allow calf’s liver to fry 
so slowly that it is quite dry and 
tasteless when served. liver should be 
cooked through—never served rare, of 
‘course. But there is a vast difference 
between done and over-done. 

Liver is most delicate when salted 
and dipped in flour, then dropped into 
hot butter, hot sausage or bacon drip- 
pings and fried to a nice brown on 
each side, using a reasonably quick 
fire. 

When properly prepared calf's liver 
is a most appetizing meat . . light 
enough for a breakfast or luncheon 
' dish, if desired but nutritious 

enough for the dinner menu. Most 
persons like it best when accompanied 
' with strips of broile’ lean bacon.

Early on the morning of August 3, 
1928, Mrs. Thompson, who was lodged 
in Fulton county jail for safekeep- 
ing, announced she wanted to make 
a full confession of the crime. This 
was less than 10 hours before her 
husband and the negro were sched- 
uled to die in th> electric chair. To 
three newspapermen and in the pres- 
ence of the matron of the jail she dic- 
tated her confession—a story she lat- 
er repudiated—claiming she and an el 
derly Murray county farmer had killed 
Osborne. “to frame Cliff,” her lLus- 
band. Governor Hardman postponed 
the executions of Thompson and Moss 
for four hours: then, satisfying him- 
iself the woman’s story was false, or- 
dered the authorities to proceed. 
Thompson and Moss died proclaiming 
their innocence.

This success- 
ful fight against the measure was led 
by a congressman from Georgia, Ku- 
gene Cox, of Camilla, who deserves 
the thanks of every retailer and cvery 
consumer in the land.

“Congressman Kelly, co-author of 
the price-fixing bill, has just stated 
that the measure will be reintroduced 
when congress convenes. His. bill 
will have powerful support from 
manufacturers and misguided anti- 
chainists. The combined efforts of 
retailers and consumers will be neces- 
sary to defeat this unsonnd,, uneco- 
nomic and un-American piece’ of leg- 
islation. 

“So much for price-fixing and now 
for another.form of unsound legisla- 
tion, namely, the sales tax. At the 
recent congress of governors in Salt 
Lake City, 
discussion, Six states, including your 
tax. My own state of New York is 
threatened with one, likewise numer- 
ous other states, I understand, how- 
ever, that your own sales tax has 
been practically nullified recently. 

“Could anything be more unsownd 
than a tax on sales volume, regard- 
less of ability to pay? Conld any- 
thing be more destructive of initia- 
'tive, cspeeially during these trying 
times, than to penalize the merchant 
who strives for volume of business 
at a low profit in order to keep the 
wheels of industry a-going and to keep 
dollars making jobs?

“(dy A’ sales tax will fall most 
heavily upon those whe can afford it 
least, namely, the wage earners ‘of 
our country. (A far greater portion

“IT am ap paepconens merchant, 
largely surrounded chain-siore com- 
petifion and yet I deiey these efforts 
whole-heartedly. Class ‘legislalion of 
this sort is unwise and unnecessary. 
Even more than that, it is ‘barking 
up the wrong tree.’ 

“Whenever chain-store competition 
has prevailed over the independent 
merchant it has been because the 
chain store has done a more intelli- 
gent job. No person can possibly le- 
‘lieve that chain stores have ary 
monopoly on intelligence. The inde- 
pendent merchant can easily duplicate 
threugh co-operation every advantage 
that the chain has gained through con- 
solidation, On the ether hand, the 
chain can never duplicate at least one 
atvantage of the independent mer 
chant who has a real monopoly on a 
vital clement in retailing, namely, per- 
sonal interest. The time has come for 
the independent merchant to realize 
the truth of the old adage ‘No one cau 
stop us but ourselves.’ And the soonet 
he gets over his ‘deteatist attitude 
and ends this nationwide effort to 
obtain legislative coddling, the better 
it will be for all merchants and all 
consumers. 

“These are the facts. told none too 
briefly, I am afraid. The question is: 
What will retailers do’ Will they use 
their powerful but dormant store ta 
cilities lo tell the publie of the menare 
that impends? Or will they, on th 
other hand, adopt the attitude of ‘let 
ting George do it?’ In that case, we 
may expect the worst and he prepar- 
ed to like it for it will be just about 
what we deserve, 

“We merchants have a strong, effi 
cient and fair-mindel trade associa- 
tion, the National Retail Dry Goods 
Association, which was quick to sce 
the dangers of this unsound legisla 
tion and to raise the voice of our 
great craft against it. The axsocia- 
tion has no stronger supporter than 
I, and I urge every retailer in the 
country to uphold its hands.

ASHTON -UNDBR-LYNE, Eng- 
land, May 1.—(4°—This traditional 
laborite constituency has sent a tory 
to the house of commons after a rous- 
ing bye-election which Aded last 
night with Sir Oswald Mosley’s “new 
party” leader being nearly mobbed. 

An angry crowd of several thou- 
sand laborites swarmed about _ the 
meeting place where Sir Oswald, a 
young aristocrat; Lady Mosley, a 
daughter of the late Marquis Cur- 
zon, and cthers had gathered to listen 
to returns which decisively downed the 
first “new party” candidate to make 
the race for the commons. 

The crowd jeered and hooted Sir 
Oswald and his group, blaming en- 
trance of their candidate into the race 
for the conservative victory, which 
was by a very small margin. Sir Os- 
wald, guarded by police, finally left 
the hall and went through the crowd 
to his hotel. 

The defeated “new party” candi- 
date, A. Young. was smuggled out a 
side door under a heavy police guard, 
while women of the new party wait- 
ed until the demonstration had quiet- 
el somewhat and then left. There 
was considerable anxiety that an at- 
tack or other vivlence would be at- 
tempted upon leaders of the party. 

The vote in the bye-election was: 
Lieutenant Colonel J. Broadbent. con- 
servative, 12,420: J. Gordon, laborite, 
11,005; A. Young, “new party,” 
4,472. 

From the safe precincts of his ho- 
tel Sir Oswald expressed himself as 
delighted with results of the election 
and said that if his party had entered 
the campaign sooner it undoubtedly 
would have won, He and Lady Cyn- 
thia came here only last week, stump- 
ing the constituency from one end to 
the other. 

Lady Cynthia's smart clothes, in

Stocks of American cotton in Euro- 
pean ports and afloat were placed at 
300,000 bales larger in the middle of 
April than on that date last year. The 
world’s visible ‘supply of — foreiga 
grewn cotten was nearly 200, 
bales smaller than last year. 

Sales of cotton cloth by American 
mills fell off in March from the high 
level of February but were still well 
nhoyeé the low levels of November and 
December. Production and shipments 
continued to inerease slightly and 
stocks fell to the lowest levels since 
October, 1927. 

Unfilled orders decreased slightly, 
but ex¢ept for February they were 
the highest since the end of March, 

“Important developments have been 
taking place in world production,” the 
department said. “Recently it has 
been necessary to reduce the estimate 
of world production from 26,400,000 
bales to 25.500.0000 bales fer 1980- 
41, compared with 26,300,000 in 1920- 
30. A part of the reductions in pro-

The December’ estimate 
was only 14,243,000 bales, and the 
final ginnings report places the crop

the economic outlay of one of Geor- 
gia’s greatest farming counties were 
announced here Friday. 

The survey reveals that there are 
2,175 farms operated in the county. 
Of these 614 are supervised by white 
farmers and 1,561 by negro farmers. 
Of 276 farm owners who operate their 
farms 225 are white and 51 negroes. 
The plan of diversification has met 
with favorable consideration in the 
county and as a result a farm pro- 
gram which embraces crops for home 
consumption and for surplus’ eash 
have been planted this year more 
than ever before. 

Asparagus is taking its place as one 
of the leading money crops of the 
county and this product with the 
acreage planted in strawberries forms 
an important part of the farm pro- 
gram of many farms and yields splen- 
did returns during the spring months, 
according to Mr. Spurlock. 

Trucking is also meeting with suc- 
cess and a large portion of vegetables 
on the local market are produeed on 
farms of the county. Monthly co- 
operative hog and poultry sales yield 
remunerative returns and the eash 
budget is materially increased for 
those who engage in the industry 
which has grown rapidly in the past 
two years. 

A practical demonstration of proper 
feeding and the cost of production of 
hogs for market was made recently 
under the supervision of the county 
agent and this gave farmers a definite 
idea of the profit realized. Systematic 
methods have had much to do with 
this part of farming and have made 
hog raising of much value in this see- 
tion. 

The cotton acreage has been greatly 
reduced and more attention is being 
given to the production of peanuts.
